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Production  of  ice  cream  in  th^  United  States  in  May  vas  estimated  at  64,015^000 
gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  1 percent  more  than  in  May  i960 
and  3 percent  larger  than  the  1955-59  average  for  the  month.  The  cimiulative  produc- 
tion in  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  was  265,325^000  gallons':  1 percent  less 
than  the  corresponding  total  a year  earlier, hut  7 percent  more  than  the  5 -year 
average  for  this  period. 


■ Production  increased  21  percent  from  April  to  May  this  year,,  compa.red  with  10 
percent  at  this  time  a year  ago  and  I7  percent  on  the  average  in  the.  period  1955-59* 
Temperatures  during  May  averaged  colder  than,  normal  in  most  of  the  country  except  a 
strip  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  area  and  the  Great  Plains  extending  from  Montana  to 
eastern  Arizona  and  the  Texas  Coast. 

Compared  with  May  i960,  production  was  2 percent  less  in  both  the  West  North 
Central  States  and  the  North  Atlantic,  while  it  was  more  in  the  remaining  regions. 
Output  was  down  1 percent  in  New  York  and  3 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  ■ All  other 
North  Atlantic  States  showed  decreases.  Production  was  1 percent'  larger  in  both 
the  South  Atlantic  Region  and  the  South  Central.  Production  was  up  2 percent  in  the 
Moixntain  States  and  3 percent  in  the  East  North  Central.  An  8-percent  gain  was 
shown  in  the  Pacific  States,  where  California  had  also  an  8-percent  increase.  Out- 
put was  larger  in  all  western  states  except  Colorado. 

Compared  with  the  5-year  average  for  May,  ice  cream  production  was  larger  in 
most  regions.  Decreases  were  4 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  and  2 percent 
in  the  North  Atlantic.  Increase's  varied  fpom  1 percent'  in  the  West  North  Central 
States  to  11  percent  in  the  Pacific.  Production  was  6 percent  larger  in  the  East 
North  Central  Region.  Gains  of  8 percent  were  shown  .in  both  the  South  Atlantic 
States  and  the  Mountain.  Output  was  up  5 percent  in  New  York  and  I3  percent  in 
California,  but  yas  down  10  percent  in  Pennsylvania.

Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  3 percent  more  than  in  May  I960  and  28  percent 
larger  than  the  198^-^9  average  for  the  month.  Output  advanced  1x3  percent  between 
April  and  May  this  year,  compared  with  2h  percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  30  per- 
cent on  the  average  in  the  preceding  5- year  period. 

The  January-May  production  this  year  of  Ii9,9h5^000  gallons  was  1 percent  more 
than  the  I960  total  and  30  percent  greater  than  the  1955-^9  average  for  this  period. 

Compared  with  May  a year  earlier,  ice  milk  production  was  moderately  higher  in 
all  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  West  North  Central,  where  decreases 
occurred.  The  gains  were  m.ost  pronounced  in  the  South  Central  States.

Output  increased  37  percent  from  April  to  May  this  year,,  the  same  as  the 
seasonal  average  gain  in  the  1955-59  period.  Production  advanced  only  25  percent 
between  April  and  May  a year  ago. 

Compared  with  May  I960,  production  decreased. in  the  North  Atlantic  and  Mountain 
States  and  was  unchanged  in  the  West  North  Central,  Output  increased  moderately  in 
the  remainder  of  the  country.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  milkfat  in  the  United  States  in  May  totaled  12^, 000  gallons.  This  was  16  per- 
cent more  than  in  May  a year  earlier  and' 37  percent  greater  than  the  19^5-59  average 
for  the  month.  Output  the  first  five  m.onths  of  this  year  totaled  19,380,000  gallons: 
12  percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period  in  I960  and  I4.0  percent  larger  than 
the  5-year  average. 

Compared  with  May  I960,  production  was  less  in  Illinois,  Arkansas,  Alabama,  and 
Montana,  while  it  was  unchanged  in  South  Carolina,  Increases  occurred  in  all  other 
important  Mellorine-producing  states. 

Compared  with  April,  production  gained  25  percent,  compared  with  13  percent 
last  year  and  21  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1955-59  period.  Production  advanced 
seasonally  in  all  important-producing  states  except  Montana,  where  it  declined.
